Sunday and Monday, Leaving Death 


and Destruction in It's Wake— 


Scenes of Desolation in many 


Places-* A Date of Reckoning. 


The Oreat Hurricane ot 1803. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The threat 


hurricane of 1893 has been of a charac- 
ter so terrible that it may pass into 
history as a date of reckoning-, just aa 
some of the old people in Ireland still 
reckon from "the great wind of 1839." 


The hurricane had been expected by 


the weather bureau since last Friday 
morning. In its map issued in the 
forenoon of that day the storm center 
or region of calm around which the 
storm proper is whirling, was located 
at a point on the Atlantic ocean, 200 or 
800 miles east of Nassau, Bahamas, and 
100 miles or so north of Hayti. This 
point was marked, and the bureau 
weather bulletin contained the state- 
ment that "There are indications of a 
storm center about 500 miles east of 
Florida, moving- towards the North- 
west" 


The predictions officers of the bureau 


expected trouble from that time on. 
This is the season of trade winds, and 
the 
least 
disturbance means bad 


weather. Friday evening at 8 o'clock 
the weather bulletin stated that "a 
heavy swell on the south Atlantic 
const has been reported." 


Saturday morning a report came 


from Nassau that the hurricane was 
passing 300 miles from that place. At 
the same time the bureau was enabled 
to tell the direction of the storm. Prof. 
Abbe, who has charge of tbe weather 
predictions, In speaking of the matter 
yesterday, said: "By the moist air 
from the west and the dry air from the 
east we knew Saturday morning that 
this storm would come landward." 


Usually West Indian hurricanes shy 


off from the coast seaward and are ex- 
pended in the ocean. 


Sunday morning the weather bureau 


located the great storm off the coast of 
Florida, 900 miles southwest of Savan- 
nah, 
and the prediction was made, 


"The low center off tho Florida coast 
will move northwest, striking the 
coast of Georgia Sunday evening- or 
night and passing inward, breaking up 
into general rains Sunday/' 


"As nearly as we can gather fcom 


the minors that have been published 
concerning damage in Georgia," said 
Prof. Abbe, yesterday morning, "this 
last prediction was correct. The hur- 
ricane center must have gone over Sa- 
vannah between 8 and i) o'clock Sun- 
day night. Heavy northwest winds 
were in sympathy with tbe hurricane 
and helped feed it. Northeast winds 
did heavy damage before tho hurricane 
arrived. Charleston must have suf- 
fered as much as Savannah. Theheavy 
sea was caused by the northeast wind, 
and after the center had passed over, 
heavy southwest and northwest winds 
must have came in. ? think the 
hurricane covered only SOO miles in 
radius on Sunday when it was strong- 
est, and within that radius the west 
and south part had clear weather, 
while the north and east parts were 
cloudy and rainy. Augusta, Ga., had 
three hours of calm Sunday and this 
shows that the storm centers was pass- 
ing over that place Sunday night and 
Monday morning. The last definite 
information we received last night was 
that the hurricane was approaching 
Lynchburg, Va." 


A Boeae ot Deaolatlon at Charleston,

RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 80.—Passenger 


No. 78 of the Atlantic Coast line, with 
Pullman sleepers attached, reached 
here last evening at 6:50 from Charles- 
ton, S. C., having been delayed twen- 
ty-four hours by the destructive storm 
which swept over the south Atlantic 
coast Sunday and Monday. Mr. J. B. 
Betidingfield, Southern Express mes- 
senger, who was in Charleston during 
the storm, gives this story: "The 
battle of the wind reached terrific 
force 
at 
12 o'clock 
noon, 
and 


continued without cessation 
until 


Monday at 7 o'clock. 
There was 


not fifty yards apace in the streets thai 
did not contain debris, such as roofs ol 
houses, signs, 
awnings, telegraph 


poles, etc., which were scattered in all 
directions. The roof of the St. Charles 
hotel was blown off, and five stories 
were flooded with water almost to its 
doors. 


He saw fourteen box cars that had 


been blown from the railroad track 
,nd turned over. All the phosphate 
works in the city were blown down or 
badly damaged. There was a schooner 
lying liigh ia the streets, having beon 
driven from Its anchorage. 


There was no communication with 


Savannah, all the telegraph lines hav 
ing been prostrated. 
While he saw no 


one killed or injured, it was currently 
reported that eight persons had been 
killed in the city. It was also ru 
mored that there had been great loss 
of life on Sullivan's island, placing the 
number in the hundreds, but inasmuch 
as all communication •was cut off, o: 
course there was no means of verifying 
the report. For many miles along the 
line of the Atlantic coast line road lead 
ing out of Charleston, telegraph polea 
were nearly all blown down, and the 
storm was one of the most serious and 
destructive ever experienced In thai 
section. 


Monday Nlffht'a Storm. 


WASHINOTOK, Aug. 80.—The storm 


which had been forecasted by the 
weather bureau slnoe {Friday last, 
reached this section Monday night. 
It did immense damage to the shade 
trees of Washington, tearing them up 
by the roots, or dismembering them in 
every direction.

THE CHEROKEE OPENING 


All Thing* Will be In Beadinna When 


the Day Arrive*. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Reports from 


officials now In the Cherokee outlet in- 
dicate that work preliminary to the 
opening Is progressing very satisfac- 
torily. The land office buildings are 
now in course ot erection, and all other 
details are well advanced. A large 
force of clerks, 
probably between

The Official Count at tha Ouh la the 
Treasury Computed.

830,000; bonds held in trust, »218,a78,- 
001.8W- 


Mr. Nebeker received the receipt in 


person and by that act his bond for 
1500,000 was released and the bond of 
Mr. Morgan, as treasurer, which was 
filed and approved some time ago, be- 
came responsible for the vast stock of 
money in the treasury, 


In counting and weighing this vast 


sum of money not one cent was found 
missing. Several bags of silver were 
found broken, the bagging having 
rotted, and these proved several dollars 
short, but subsequently the silver dol- 
lars were recovered from the floor 
where they had fallen. 


The total weight of the coin counted 


was abont 5,000 tons. No ceremonies 
were observed in making the transfer 
from Mr. Nebeker to Mr. Morgan be- 
yond the passing ot the receipt.

removal of a cancer. The operation 
required the cutting away of a consid- 
erable portion of the upper jawbone, 
and so far there has been no serious 
effect. The Press says that Mr. Cleve- 
land it, yet a very siok man, and that 
his physician fears that tho mortal 
disease is still lurking in hi» system, 
notwithstanding the heroic efforts of 
surgery to remove it in July. 


Secretary Lamont, who was in New 


York a few days ago, was very appre- 
hensive concerning the president's con- 
dition. He said, in answer to & ques- 
tion from Col. Monroe: "Tho preai- 
dent is a sick man; how lick we can- 
not tell." 


The operation, which was performed 


by Doctors Bryant, Hasbrouck and an- 
other physician, required but a few 
minutes, and the physicians think they 
have removed all of the diseased tissue 
and bone. Dr. Hashrouck remained on 
the yacht two days to be ready In ease 
another operation should be found nec- 
essary. The wound asemed to heal 
easily, and the physicans are now con- 
fident that the disease may not be a* 
malignant as was feared. 


Mr. Cleveland recovered from the 


shock even better than tha physicians 
had dared to hope. Ho was kept in 
bed for four days, during which time 
it was announced that ho was suffer 
Jug from rheumatism. 


When it became necessary for him to 


go to Washington his physicians 
warned him to remain away from 
work as much as possible. Dr. Bryan1 
accompanied him to Washington, and 
after being there four days issued a 
peremptory command for the president 
to return immediate^ to Buzzard's 
Bay. 
The president did not wish to 


go, saying that his services were 
needed at Washington during the 
financial crisis, but he obeyed the doc 
tor's orders and the advice of hif 
friends and returned to Buzzard's Bay 


There is much encouragement a1 


present in the fact that the president's 
condition is greatly improved, and that 
there wilt be no recurrence of the 
malady which rendered the first opera- 
tion necessary.

with the president, and is hopeful for 
his ultimate and full r ecovery.

Ihe commonly 
accepted theory i» that tbe disease germs 
are generated in dust, and the dost being 
bloau upon the grass the disease is com- 
municated to live stock wLioh eat the 
grass. A heavy ram cleans the meadows 
and in that way tends to check tbe epi. 
detnio. Bain washes the disease germs 
into tLo sttetme, but that is said not to 
affect tbe ush therein, as only warm- 
blocded animals are subject to the 
strange malady. 
No goats BO far have
